JAP WAR PLANES 
ATTACK BRITISH 
IN THREE AUTOS 


Shanghai, Oct. 12 (AP).—Three 


automobiles belonging to the Brit- 
ish embassy were machine-gunned 
today by two squadrons of Japanese 
war planes. None of the occupants 
was injured. 


The staff cars in which S. S. 


Murray, the assistant air attache of 
the British embassy was riding with 
several other Englishmen, were at- 
tacked by the raiding Japanese 
planes near Minghong, 14 miles 
south of Shanghai, about 4 p. m. 


Although the three motor cars 


carried the Union Jack, the British 
officials said, the Japanese war 
planes ' continued their 
machine 


gunning 
after 
the 
occupants 


jumped from the machines and 
sought cover. 


The British asserted the cars 


could have been identified easily and 
added there was no doubt that the 
attacking planes were Japanese. 


Herbert Phillips, British consul 


general, said an immediate investi- 
gation had been ordered although 
no details of the assault had yet 
been received by his office. 


The embassy staff cars were en- 


route to Shanghai from Nanking on 
the same highway on which two 
Japanese planes recently seriously 
injured the British ambassador to 
China by bombing and machine 
gunning the automobile in which he 
was making a similar journey. 


British sources received the news 


of the episode with the gravest con- 
cern in view of the previous attack 
on Sir Hughe Knatchbull-Hugessen, 
the ambasasdor. 


The consul general informed the 


Chinese officials that the cars were 
flying the British flag and were on 
a peaceful mission. 


Japanese authorities said the in- 


cident had been reported and they 
were investigating but that no de- 
tails had yet been received. 


While 
the 
Japanese 
army 


launched a heavy aerial bombard- 
ment on the strongly-held Chinese 
Chapel sector 
on the 
northern 


fringe of the international settle- 
ment, a 
spokesman 
said 
that, 


weather permitting, the long over 
due Japanese big push would get 
underway in the immediate future.

Father 
O'Donnell said, "Today, more than 
ever, organized units are necessary 
in church work to strengthen the 
members and to study work that is 
to be done, so that the women of the 
country may speak and act when the 
welfare of the church or of the coun- 
try demands such expression." 


Father O'Donnell then named 


Miss Mary Eberhart, chairman of 
the diocesan youth committee, as 
deanery chairman. 


Mrs. Robert Angelo. of York, dio- 


cesan president of the National 
council, spoke briefly and introduced 
Miss Lenna Wilson, of Washington, 
field organizer of the National coun- 
cil. 
Miss Wilson traced the origin 


of the council step by step over the 
last seventeen years and the expan- 
sion of the work since that time.

The lifeless body of Oscar E. 


Markle, 52-year-old cattle dealer of 
111 Park avenue, Hanover, was 
found in a sitting posture in the 
seat of his coupe in Nace's woods, 
two and one-half miles south of 
Hanover, Monday evening shortly 
after 7 o'clock.

A garden hose was taped to the j 


exhaust pipe of the automobile, 
trailed around the right side and in 
the right window of the car. His 
lifeless body was slumped behind 
the steering wheel. 


Dr. L. U. Zech, York county cor- 


oner, said it was a case of suicide 
by carbon monoxide poison. It was 
learned that Mr. Markle had been in 
a state of extreme nervousness for 
some time. 


The machine was seen parked in 


the woods as early as 4 o'clock 
Monday afternoon by Arthur Bank- 
ert, aged 12 years, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Vernon Bankert, Hanover R. 
2. Word that the car was parked J 
there in the afternoon and was still 
there 
in the evening eventually 


reached the ears of Morris Wentz, 
Hanover R. 2. 


Mr. Wentz became suspicious and 


after a cursory investigation tele- 
phoned the office of Justice of the 
Peace John ,W. Dubs, Penn town- 
ship. A hearing was in progress at 
the time and Corporal James G. 
Warren of the local sub-station of j 
the Pennsylvania motor police was j 
present. 


Corporal Warren 
went to the 


scene immediately and found that 
the motor was still running and 
that life was extinct. The officer 
stopped the motor by disconnecting 
a wire under the hood and notified 
Coroner Zech.

picketing operations under surveil- 
lance and said they had heard no 
threats against the loyal workmen. 


This morning a committee of 


four strikers began a door-to-door 
canvass of central business places 
asking donations of cash and food- 
stuffs for the men on the picket 
lines and for the strikers in gen- 
eral. They said that if the strike 
continues the solicitation may be 
extended to every dwelling and busi- 
ness place in the borough. 


Intervention of labor relations 


board representatives in the interest 
of a compromise was hinted this 
morning by McKenrick.

the strikers have spurned a plan by 
which they could share in the op- 
erating profits at the furniture 
plants and have clung to their de- 
mand for a minimum wage scale of 
50 cents an hour.

^BALTIMORE; 
FLED JAIL IN '35 


His weakness for writing "rub- 


ber" 
checks caused the arrest last 


Saturday evening in Baltimore of 
Ivan C. Sentz, 49, former countian 
who escaped from the Adams coun- 
ty jail more than two years ago. ac- 
cording 
to information 
received 


here by Sheriff B. W. Spence. 


Sentz, who was arrested by offi- 


cers from the Central police station 
in the Maryland city, is said to face 
"about 100 bad check charges" in 
Baltimore. 


Sentz was awaiting trial at the 


August session of court here in 1935 
when by the use of a ruse that he 
wished to use the telephone in the 
sheriffs office he gained freedom 
and never was apprehended. 


John C. Wible, then sheriff of 


Adams county laid a charge of jail 
breaking against Sentz and descrip- 
tions of the fugitive were broadcast 
by the state police. A widespread 
search by state and county officers 
during the night of the escape and 
during the days that followed failed 
to reveal any trace of Sentz's move- 
ments. 
Baltimore police at that 


time were asked to cooperate hi the 
search and county deputy sheriffs 
made several trips to Baltimore in. 
vain attempts to locate Sentz at 
homes of "girl friends." 


Former Sheriff Wible, who said 


this morning he was "mighty glad 
to hear they've caught SFntz," was 
not at the jail the evening of the 
escape. 
The prisoner asked Noah 


Jeffcoat, the turnkey, to be allowed 
to use the telephone in the sheriff's 
office. 
Jeffcoat unlocked the door 


of the cell-block and allowed Sentz 
to &tep through. 
"When 
Jeffcoat 


turned his back to lock the grilled 
door Sentz made a dash along the 
hall to the open front door of the 
jail. 
Jeftomt shouted to him to

U, S, CONSUL IN

Marriner's chauffeur captured the

Police, after a preliminary investi-

They reported he pumped six bul- 


lets from a revolver into Marriner 
at close range. The consul general 
was struck in the head, abdomen 
and thigh. He died instantly. 


An investigating magistrate ex- 


amined Karayan. The prisoner, po- 
lice announced, admitted that Mar- 
riner's refusal to issue a visa for the 
United States was the motive for 
the attack. 


The authorities said the American 


official had blocked Karayan's entry 
on the grounds of insanity in the 
Armenian's family. 


Marriner had arrived at the con- 


sulate general from his mountain 
home in Brournmana, outside Bei-

Marriner, 45 years old, was known 


throughout the diplomatic service in 
Europe as a quiet-spoken, effective 
agent of his government. He was 
six feet tall and weighed about 185 
pounds.

No Diplomatic Complications Seen 
Washington. Oct. 12 <AP».—State 
department officials withheld official 
comm tnt today on the slaving of 
American consul General Theodore 
Marriner at Beirut. Syria. {Tending 
receipt of full details of the assassi­ 
nation. 
High sources said, however, that 
the incident, regrettable as it is. was 
not likely to precipitate a diplomatic 
breach between the United States 
and the government of Syria, which 
functions under a French mandate. 
This view was voiced on the basis 
of incomplete information showing 
that Marriner’s assailant was a dis­ 
gruntled Armenian native who pre­ 
sumably acted entirely on his own 
initiative. 
The case immediately recalled the 
tdav.ng of American Vice Consul 
Hobart W. Imbrie in Persia several 
years ago when he was set upon by 
a mob after he had photographed a

NAVY ELEVEN

New York, Oct. 12 <AP).—It al- 


ready has been pretty well estab- 
lished that Cornell's football for- 
tunes, under the coaching of Carl i 
Snavely, have made a great come- 
back in two seasons. 


This week the gridiron fans prob- 


ably will learn whether Harvard, 
another college which started out 
to recover a few seasons back by 
hiring a new coach, has been as 
successful in its effort. 


Dick Harlow took over the job at 


Cambridge a year before Snavely 
moved in at Cornell. 
Both had 


about as far to go from the depths 
football had reached at the two in- 
stitutions to the heights the alumni 
hoped they would attain and, if 
Harlow has been slower, it prob- 
ably was because he didn't have as 
good material. 


In two preparatory games, the 


Crimson team has looked as if it 
might be as good as Cornell already 
has turned out to be. Harvard 
hasn't tackled any opposition like 
Perm State, Colgate and Princeton 
yet, but it walloped Springfield 54-0 
and a Brown team that looks a lot 
better than the Bruins of the last 
few years, 34-7.

No Diplomatic Complications Seen 


Washington, Oct. 12 (AP).—State 


department officials withheld official 
comment today on the slaying of 
American consul General Theodore 
Marriner at Beirut, Syria, pending 
receipt of full details, of the assassi- 
nation. 


High sources said, however, that 


the incident, regrettable as it is, was 
not likely to precipitate a diplomatic 
breach between the tlnited States' 
and the government of Syria, which 
functions under a French mandate. 


This view was voiced on the basis 


of incomplete information showing 
that Marriner's assailant was a dis- 
gruntled Armenian native who pre- 
sumably acted entirely on his own 
initiative. 


The case immediately recalled, the 


slaying of American Vice Consul 
Robert.W. Imbrie in Persia several 
years ago when he was set upon by 
a mob after he had photographed a 
mosque. In that case, the United 
States held the Persian shah to 
strict accountability and 
elicited 


from him not only an apology, but 
indemnification for Imbrie's widow 
and defrayment of the cost of the 
round trip of an American cruiser 
upon which Imbrie's body was 
brought back to the United States. 


Responsible sources said Marri- 


ner's case has no parallel with that 
of Imbrie.

CROPSTALKIS 
TO 81 FART OF 
'FIRESIDE CHAT' 


Washington, Oct. 12 (AP) .-—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's "fireside chat" to- 
night probably will touch on a half 
dozen subjects, it was said at the 
White House today, but their nature 
was not disclosed. 


Secretary Stephen T. Early said 


the precedent for the speech— pre- 
sumably reviewing the 
President's 


western trip—was 5et by a talk aft- 
er last year's drought inspection 
tour. 


Guesses as to the principal topic 


ranged from foreign affairs to the 
federal budget, but most observers 
believed Mr. Roosevelt would em- 
phasize the prospect of huge crop 
surpluses and his belief in the need 
for legislation to control produc- 
tion. 


Some predicted he would 
an- 


nounce an extra session of Congress 
for the middle of next month to 
deal with the problem. 


The••-President's speech, to ..be 


broadcast nationally at 9:30 p. m. 
(E.S.T.), will be his tenth "fireside 
chat" since he entered the White 
House on March 4. 1933. It will be 
delivered from the executive man- 
sion shortly before Mr. Roosevelt 
leaves for Hyde Park, New York, on 
an over-night train. 


Belief that the President would

561,936,000 bushels, if the'' figures 
prove correct, will be 1,032,000.000 
bushels above last year and 11.000.- 
000 bushels above last month's pros- 
pects. 


"A composite of the indications 


for principal crops," the federal re- 
porting board said, "will show the 
prospective yields of 1937 crops to 
be 111.9 per cent of the average 
yields obtained during the 1923-32 
period." 


The composite last year was 86.8
